General Cuutions in Country Cookery. 


Soups are never to be filled up, or have even 
a drop of water, hot or cold, added; and are 
never-to boil briskly. They are not to be long 
over the fire, simmering rather than boiling.— 
And soups having roots or herbs, are to have the 
meat laid on the pan, witha good lump of but- 
ter. the herbs and roots being cut small are 
laid on the meat. It is then covered close, and 
set on a very slow fire.—This draws out all the 
virtue of the roots and herbs, and turns out a. good 
gravy with a fine flavor, from what it would be if 
the water were put in at first. When the gravy 
is almost dried up, then fill your pan with water; 
and when it begins to boil, take off the fat.— 
Never boil fish, but only simmer, till done enough. 
Beef quick boiled is thereby hardened ; simmer 
or slow boil it, in not too much water. Cover 
and boil slow us possible, skimming the water 
clean. It is the worst of faults to boil any meats 
fast. In baking pies, a quick oven, well closed, 
prevents falling of the crust. 
Wasteful or indolent people overlook calcula- 
tion ; and too many may think but little of the 
wholesome and nourishing qualities of food.— 
But thew are well informed and most actively 
good men recommending to the world the results 
of much inquiry and experience therein. However 
lightly may be the anne of acent on a single 
meal of victuals, yet, when the sum of a year’s 
meals is calculated, for a person, a family, and a 
nation, it becomes striking and important. A 
cent for a meal amounts to three cen‘s a day.

WASHINGTON. 


The person of George Washington was uncom. 
monly tall. Mountain air, abundart exercise in 
the open country, the wholesome toils of the chase 
and the delightful scenes of rural life, expanded 
his limbs toan unusual, but gracefuland well pro 
portioned size. [fis exterior suggested to every 
hebolder the idea of strength, united with manly 
gracefulness, His form was noble,and his port 
majestic. No man could approach him without res- 
pect. His frame was robust, his constitution vi 
gorous, and he was capable of enduring greut fa- 
tigue His passions were naturally strong; with 
them was his first contest, and over them his first 
victory. Betore he andertook tocommand others, 
he had thoroughly learned to command himse!f.— 
The powers of his mind were more solid than bril 
liant. Judgment was his forte. To vivaeity, wit. 
and the sallies of a lively imagination, he made no 
pretentions. His facuhies rese mbied those of Aris 
tole, Bacon, Locke, and Newton; but were very 
unlike those of Voltaire. Possessed of a large pro- 
portion of common sense, directed by a sound prac- 
tical judgment, he was betier fited for the exalt 
ed stations to which he was called, than many 
others, who to a greater briiliancy of parts, fre- 
quently add the eccentricities of genius. 

Truth and utiliy were his objects. He steadi- 
ly pursued and generally obtained them. With 
this view he thought much, and closely examined 
every subject on which he was to decide, in ali it. 
relations. Neither passion, party spirit, prejudice, 
ambition nor interest, influenced ius deliberations. 
in making up his mind on great occasions, many 
of which occurred in which the fate of the army 
or nation seemed involved, he sought for informa. 
tion from all quarters, resolved the subject by 
night and by day,® and examived it jn every pot 
of view. Guided by these lights, and influenced 
by an honest and good heart, he was imperceptibly 
led to decisions which were wise and judicious. — 
Perhaps no man ever lived who was so often called 
upon to form a judgment in cases of real difficul- 
ty, and who so often forn «la right one. Enyag- 
ed in the busy scenes of life, he knew human na- 
ture, and the most proper method of accomplish- 
ing proposed objects. Of a thousand propositions, 
he knew to distinguish the best, and to select 
among a thousand the individual most fitted for 
his purpose. 

As a military man he possessed personal con 
rage, and a firmness which neither danger nor diffi. 
culties could shake. His perseverance overcame 
every obstacle; his moderation conciliated all op 
position ; h:s genius supplied every resource. He 
knew how to conquer by delay, and deserved true 
praise by despising unmerited censure. Inferior 
to his adversary in the numbers, the equipment 
and diseipline of his troops, no great advantage was 
ever obtained over him. and no opportunity to strike 
an important blow was ever neglected. In the 
most ardent moments of the con‘est, his prudent 
firmness proved the salvation of his country, 

The whole range of history does not present a 
character, on which we can dwell with entire wn- 
mixed admiration. His qualities were so happily 
blended, and so nicely harmonized, thai the result 
was a great and perfect whole. 


* In a letter to gen. Knox, written after the ter- 
mination of the revolutionary war, Washington ob 
serves—* stranpe as it may seem, it is nevertheless 
true, that it is not till lately I could get the better 
of my usual custom of rumimating, as soon as | 
awoke in the morning, on the business of the en- 
suing day ; and of my surprise at finding, afier re. 
volving many things in my mind, that I was no 
longer a public man, or had any thing to do with 
public trausactions.”
